|roots in moist soil and 


GARDENING HINTS 


(By A.T. Kemp) 


STORAGE OF VEGETABLES 
The growing season for many 


but the length of time which pro- 
duce must be stored amounts to 
months so that the importance of 
crop quality and storage conditions 
become important factors in the 
costs of living. 


These few notes are not intended 
to cover storage from the view- 
point of freezing, canning or de- 
hydrating, but rather to illustrate 
simple little precautions which are 
of value. 

The product to be stored should 
be free from injury, mechanical, 
insect, frost or rough handling, 
which may cause blemishes result- 
ing in the entrance of disease. 


A crop that is well matured, dry, 
clean, not too old and free from 
natural growing diseases is import- 
ant because those conditions are 
ideal to prevent disease spreading 
from one vegetable to another. 

Fresh, dry, cool air that moves 
gradually but continually is an aid 
|in keeping down some of the rots 
and molds that favor decay. 

Light is not desirable as certain 
chemical changes will take place 
which are objectionable. Odors 
which pass from one kind of pro- 
duct to another may cause one to 
be objectionable. For example: on- 
ion odors going to squash or cab- 
bage polluting them. 

It is always a good policy to re- 
member that a plant is very similar 


to a human but cannot talk = or 
move, 
Potatoes—Dig, pit, cover and pro- 


| tect for a few days then store in 
| slatted crates or bins with fresh air 

coming up from below and around 
| the sides. 

Carrots, Beets, Parsnips — Are 
preferably stored in layers, but not 
touching each other, with sand be- 
tween and air coming up from be- 
low. Leave half the parsnip crop in 
the ground, there will likely be 
some rotten but others will be good 
when there is a shortage next May 
or June. The short type of carrot 
will likely keep far better than the 
long, so use the long type first and 
retain the short for the distant 
future. 

Beets: Screw or twist off the tops; 
not cut as bleeding takes place. 

Onions: Lift, dry thoroughly in 
the sun till tops are dried, then 
keep in shallow crates not more 
than six inches in depth or tie in 
bunches and hang from the ceiling 
where it is cool and dry. 

Swedes: Remove nearly all the 
top as a short top if left encourages | 
growth, resulting in loss of some of 
the better taste from the foot. May
